I  have  written  in  person  also  to  Lipchitz,  Miestachaninof f  and  Band 
and  asked  them  to  forward  yoji^the  information  you  require.  I  still  think  you 
you  should  also  write  them  yourself,  so  as  to  impress  on  them  the  urgency  of 
the  matter. 

I    myself  only  recently  published  in  the  'Ree onst ruction ist  an  article 


about  tho  artist  Menkes  and  his  work.  Since  the  latter  part  of  the  article  deals 
with  the  artists  development  in  the  U.S.  it  may  be  of  interest  to  you.  The  articjc 
appeared  at  the  beginning  of  July»  1956. 

Previously  I  had  published  in  the  same  magazine  some  articles  about  Tipchitz, 
Chagall  and  others.  The  articles  are  based  on  close  hand  study  of  the  work  and 
a  series  of  interviews  with  the  artists. 

A  master  thesis  of  mine  called  "Chagall  in  Paris,  1910-14,  A  study  in  artistic 
interaction",  is  in  the  New  School  for  Sacial  Research  in  N.Y.C.  and  deals  with  the 
first  four  years  of  the  artist  in  Paris,  the  social  cultural  and  artistic  climate 
and  meeting  ground  and  common  roots  of  the  French  poets  mysticism,  going  back  to 
Hugo's  and  Rimauds  interest  in  the  Kabbalah  ,  mystic  trends  in  Appolinaire,  Cendrar 
Revere  and  others,  and  Chagalls  own    historic  past.  I  have  also  read  some  times  ago 
an  interesting  article  of  yours  in  a  Hebrew  journal  named  Orlogin,  about  Chagall 
and  found  it  very  informative  and  inter-ting.  By  the  way  the  picture  *  Calvary'  1912 
in  the  Museum  of  Mod.  Art.  N.Y.C.    seems  to  me  to  represent  significant  cultural 
historical  trends  of  the  Haskalah  movement.  The  son  leaving  the  Pale,  is  crucified 
in  the  eyes  of  the  parents,  elevated    in  his  own  eyes,  by  crossing  the  rivers  and  fences 
and  escaping  from  the  cold  of  the  Russian  vastness  ibto  a.  warmer  and  freindlier  country. 
The  motive  of  the  escape  from  the  coldness  ^of  Russia,  to  a  warm  climate  (Bialik 
Berdizevsky  etc'^j  are  clearly  indicated. 

I  am  currently  working  on  a  doctoral  thesis  under  £rof •  Meyer  Shapiro  at 
Columbia  University  Fine  Arts  Dept.  on  the  Jewish  painters  of  Paris  during  the  two  world 
wars.  Not  concentrating  so  mucft  on  the  personal  then  the  examination  of  the  artistic  ?xar*a 
product  and  the  atempt  to  trace  a  common  motive,  stylistic  or  subject  wise.  There  is 
of  course  heavy  concentration  on  Soutine    his  impact  and  sources*  and  his  personality. 
Do  you  know  of  any  real  important  contribution  in  Hebrew  or  otherwise  to  the  understanding 
of  Soutine.  Do  you  have  any  detailed  information  about  the  artist  Abraham  Mintchine, 
his  life,  or  do  you  know  the  adress  of  his  wife?  Has  there  be*n  an  examination  in  Israel 
of  the  work  of  Kisling,  Kremegne,  Kikoine.  I  moan  a_critical  axaminat  ion  and  not  the  review|
